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METEOR THEORY TRIUMPHS 
No doubt lingers in the minds of scientists tha! 
the crater near Winslow, Arizona, was formed by 
ihe impact of a heavenly missile, The recent an- 
nouncement of one of the irreconcilables that he now 
agreed with the Barringer theory that’ a metcor 
(probably a cometary nucleus of swarming bodies) | 
formed the great hole, removes the last distinguished | 
scientist from the ranks of the doubters. I 
Relatively ancient, this hole in the practically 
horizontal strata of lime and sandstone, was the re- 
sult of the arrival at many miles per hour of a body 
of metallic waste from the cosmos. I: struck the sur-; 
face of the soil, thinly overlying solid rock, with 
such force thaf it literally splashed its way some hun- 
dreds of feet underneath the ground level, and there 
either came to rest, as many believe, or was dissipate 
ed as gaseous iron vapor due to the tremenduous heat 
of the impact. 
As the studies of the astronomers progress, it ie 
comes more and more apparent that even the large! 
-bright comets are comparatively small in mass and| 
bulk. Astronomers believe that the comet is a cluster} 
of particles ranging from the size of an atom to a few| 
hundred tons, hurtling through space like a charge 
of shot from a scattergun. It is onlv the exciting ef- 
fect of certain obscure radiations from the sun that 
causes the development of the brightness of the head 
and the long, wispy tail, the most nottable visual fea- 
tures of the object.
